acre, ten slaves worth $4,950, and that "there 
are cash notes, ic, belonging to said heirs, over 
and above the debts of the estate, to the amount 
ol $7,?00 " They also give it as their opinion, 
"lhat if the property above mentioned was sold, 
and the proceeds properly xntested it would re 
dou ml to the interest of said heirs. The Court 
having decreed a sale, Wills became the purchas- 
er of the land, and failing to pay the purchase 
money in lu'l, a rule was obtained agaiust him 
lo show cause why he did not pay the last install 
jueul. He r esponded lo ihe rule tiiat he acquir- 
ed no title to the land by his purchase, the de- 
cree ordering the sale being void, and ought no^ 
therefore, 10 be compelled to pay therefor The 
Court below rendered judgment against him, and 
he has appealed 

Judge Duvall, delivered the opioiou of the 
Court 

Article 3, of chap. 86, Revised Statutes, p. 592, 
requires that before a Court shall have jurisdic- 
tion 10 decree a sale of infants real estates: 

1. Three Commissioners must be appointed to 
icport, and mutt report under oath to the Court, 
the net value of the infants real aud personal 
estate, and the annual profits thereof, and uhelh 
er the interest of the infant or idiot requires the 
sale to be made. 

2. The guardian of each infant must give a 
covenant with good surety, to be approved by 
the Court, stipnlntiny a faithful discharge of all 
his duties under this act. and under any order or 
decree of the Court iu pursuance thereof. If 
the guardian fails 10 give such coveuaut, the in 
leresi of the infant shall not be sold, and any 
decree, salt or conveyances thereof aba J] be 
void. 

Tbe record fails to show either a literal or 
substantial compliance with these conditions — 
The report does not state whether the land, 
slaves and cash notes constituted all the estate 
owned by the infants, nor is that inference au- 
thorized by anything contained therein. Every 
fact stated by the Commissioners may be true, 
aud yet it may be thai the lafiuttl are the own 
ers of other estates, derived Irom oilier sources 
than the will of their father. 

But u more fatal objection to the report is, 
that it utterly fails to state "whether the interest 
of the infants require the sale to be made." It 
might be said of almost every estate, whether 
owned by infants or adults, "that if it be sold, 
and the proceeds properly invested, ii would re- 
dound lo the interest of the owners." But did 
the interest of these infants require the sale of 
their interest in this land 10 be made, is the 
point upon which the Chancellor must be in- 
formed; and without the Commissioners report 
upon this point, he has no juii.-dieliou lo decree 
a sale. This is as much required of them as to 
report the net value and annual profits of their 
estate The statute has prescribed, iu uiimis 
takable terms, the duties of the Commissioners, 
aud the mailers upon which they must report, uud 
has also f*l until these duties shall 

have been performed, the Court shall have no 
jurisdiction to divest the infants oi'lheir title 10 
land and slaves. And tbe plain requirements of 
the law not having been complied w ith in this 
case, "any decree, sale, or conveyance" of the 
interest of the infants, must be pronounced void. 

3. Tbe bonds executed by the guardians are 
also fatally defective. Instead ol Stipulating a 
faithful discharge of all thnr duties under the 
statute, as is expressly required, the bonds given 
merely stipulate that the guardians nhall "well 
aud truly perform the decree of said Court iu the 
premises, and shall from lime to time obey all 
orders which may be made iu the premises, aud 
shall faithfully collect and disburse til moneys 
arisiug Irom the sale of said pioLe.ty ts ihe same 
shall become due." 

The statute icqtiires that llie proceeds of such 
sales, if not r e invested, shall be kept at interest 
until the death or maturity of the ward, and then 
paid over wilhthe accruiug interest to the per 
son legally entitled thereto 

It is obvious that the covenaut to collect 
and disburse the moneys arising from ihe sale 
of such property does not embrace the duty here 
imposed, and would no: bind the surely iu the 
bond for the interest whicii may accrue u">ou ihe 
fund required to be loaned. 

The judgment is reversed, and the cause re 
minded, with directions 10 discharge the rule 
against appellant.

unnecessary, and has beeu gotten up in a spirit 
of malice and vindictiveness There are already 
a sufficient numbur of voting places in Louis 
ville to receive all the votes there are in the 
city, and man; more. But it had been threaten- 
ed that Louisville nould be made to feel the 
weight of the "strong urm of the Democracy" 
as soon as they got into power, and we suppose 
that this is the first blow.

For the Commonwealth 
Thomas M. Grie.n, Esq.: — 

Dear Sir. — 1 see from the reports ot the Leg 
islatire proceedings, iu yuiir paper, ibut Mr r'. 
Neil has "introduced a bill to regulate the du 
ties of Commonwealth and County Attorneys;" 
and hating learned that it was for the re euact 
mem ot the law ol 186b, upon that subject, 1 
desire, through the medium of your columns, to 
offer to the members of that body a few reasons 
why the bill should pass. All we ask is fair 
play and justice, and we think that both are ou 
the same side for this bill 

By the Kevised Statutes it is made the duty of 
the Couuty Attorney to attend to all the business 
of the county; to attend the Court ef Claims; to 
prosecute "riots, rouu and breaches of the peace" 
aud all other busiuess in which the couuty may 
be interested, and to receive out of the county 
levy a reasonable salary. This law, it will be 
seen, does not make it the duty of the Attor- 
ney to prosecute cases of felony, aud lie was 
therefore at his liberty to take a fee to defend 
any criminal who might want his services. But 
the General Assembly, in 18&6, amended the 
law , and made it his duty to prosecute every 
criminal and penal case before the inferior tri 
bunals, when setting as u court of inquiry, (See 
Session A ■:. . pmjr 76, 1855-6. ) lie was by this 
cut off fruin all the criminal practice, and could, 
iu no case, take a fee against the interest of the 
courts. But to compensate him for this, tho 
same law ^made liim the coadjutor of the Com 
monwealth's Attorney, and allowed him one half 
of the f> es and perquisites allowed by law to 
that officer; this, to some extent, paid him for the 
Ion of the criminal busiuess, aud added some 
thing ol dignity and honor to the office. It 
was in the main lair aud equitable. The 
succeeding Legislature, however, saw proper 
to repeal all that portion of the law, ma 
king it his duty to assist the Commonwealth's 
Attorney, and allowing him half the fees iu our 
Circuit Court. (See Session Acts, 1857-8, paye 
6.) From this it will be seen that the burden of 
prosecuting criminal cases before the inferior 
courts, is still left upon the County Attorney, 
witbunl a single solitary provision being made 
lit allow hiui any compensation lor so doing. In 
other words, hi is not allowed to take a fee in the 
dtjeiise,but must prosecute fur nothing. 

Again: the County Attorney prosecutes 
criminal; has him senl on lor further trial, and 
takes a bail bond for his appearance. He lor 
l'eile his recognizance, and the Commonwealth's 
Attorney gets 30 per cent, ot it while he has 
done nothing in the case, and the County Attor 
uey, who has had ull the trouble and labor, does 
uot receive a .ingle cent. No man can, witli 
a clear conscience, say this is right. Can any 
honest legislator reconcile it to his conscience 
to let such a movement of iniquity and iajua 
lice remain upon the statute book, without rnak 
ing an effort to remove it I Can this Legislature 
say by its vole that the County Attorneys in this 
State shall be forced to prosecute ail the 
criniiual cases that may be bt ought up iu their 
respective counties, and be cut off from defend 
iug, and yet receive no compensation, or leave 
ihem at the nnrey ol a narrow minded parsl 
monious Court of Claims .'

1 know it is alleged that the settled doetriues 
aud deliberate purposes of that great party in 
the North, which was formerly called Abolition 
1st, and is now called Republican, amount to 
nothing short of an organized and fanatical cru 
sade against the Institution of slavery as it ex- 
ists in fifteen Slates of this Union; that there is 
the utmost probability that il will ultimately, 
perhaps speedily , at quire controlling influence 
over every Department o! tho Federal Govern 
ment; and that the slave Stales cannot, cousis 
lenity with honor, with prudence, or with safety, 
continue members of a Union controlled by such 
a party, or subject to a Government administer- 
ed by ihem. To this let me say, first of all. 
that, if every word were true and certain, the 
wise, tnulilT, and successful alternative would 
be, not the dissolution ol the Union, but the re 
covery of the conntrv, by force if necessary, 
from those who shall hare subverted its Consii 
union Nor can there be auy doubt, that the 
United South, and the minority of the North will 
be always and to every intent, without arms or 
wilh arms, more powerful in the Union, than the 
united — much less the divided — South can ever 
be out of it. Nor does it appear to me lobe 
loyal to the people of the North who are faith 
ful to the Constituti'iu — even if they were the 
smaller numbet — lor the South to withdraw and 
leave ihem subject to a domination as intolera- 
ble to them as it could be offensive to us. But 
this is an extreme statement, responsive to a 
still more extreme suggestion. The history of 
political parties in this country for many years 
past is uot creditable to us; and their present 
posture is such, that no one can foretell what a 
single year will bring forth. If the whole North 
could act iu concert permanently, thev must 
have the permanent control ol the Federal Gov 
eminent; and the wide convictiou of the North, 
that the nbole policy of the General Govern 
ment has been for some years dictated by the 
slave States, and ihe whole policy of the slave 
Stales dictated by ihe cotton States, has come 
very near to casting the majority of every 
Northern State temporarily Into the Republican 
ranks. It would bu an abuse of the Federal 
{tower, not less atrocious certainly, to extend 
ihun lo curtail slavery by ihe systematic use of 
it; and the North has believed that this was 
done, and the rise aud extension of the Repub 
cau party is the fruit of this conviction Disa 
buse the North of this delusion — do it fairlv, 
truly — and the Republican parly will shrink at 
once lo the comparatively insignificant faction 
of radical Abolitionists, upon whom it was origi- 
nally based. On (he other hand, the uuited 
South never could fail to carry with it iu all its 
just demands, and iu all its temperate utteran- 
ces, a sufficient uumber of the States of the 
North, to niaku the rights aud interests of the 
slave States perfectly secure in the Union. This 
is all the control any minority can justly claim 
under a free constitution; aud ibis is never lost 
under such a constitution, except by gross mis 
management. If, therefore, there is a foregone 
conclusion to break up the confederacy, thu al- 
leged tenor of ihe Republican party will answer 
as a pretext; but Kentucky dreads no party — 
and w ill use no snch pretext — but will make any 
puny in power respect ber rights. If, on the 
other hand, there is a true desire to perpetuate 
tbe Uuion — no one is warranted in saying that 
the Republican party cannot be prevented from 
coming into power — or that even if it should 
coiue into power the nation would not be both 
competent and resolved to keep it iu proper 
bounds, or arm and suppress it 1 grant that 
hardly a greater evil can fasten on the politics of 
the country, than to leach them by geographical 
lino i, or array parlies upon questions touching 
which the interests or convictions of different 
sections of the country are supposed 10 be en 
tirely aulagouislic I lie present posture of the 
country is the fruil of this political treatment of 
slavery, and the present condition of the Repre 
seutatives of the people in the lower house of 
Congress, is u most offensive symptom of the 
public health under that treatment. 

The questiou of slavery in the Territories, 
practically developed as that question was in the 
case of Kansas, has probably had greater influ 
cue than any other, both upon the present con 
ditiou of political parties and bringing the publie 
mind lo its present agitated state. The issue to 
which the questiou iu its abstract form and in 
tbe Democratic party has been brought is this:— 
that on one side the people ol the South very 
generally believe and claim that the Supreme 
Court has decided that every slaveholder has the 
constitutional right to take slaves into every 
Territory, and neither Congress nor the peoplt 
of the territory have any power to prevent this 
iu other words, that every Territory is, by the 
Constitution of the United Stales, a slave Terri 
tory. On tbe other side, ihe Democratic party 
at ihe North very generally and decidedly repu 
diate these statements as untrue aud these claim 
is monstrous; and assert fur the people of each 
Territory contitulional power to determine and 
egulatc for themselves Ihe question of slavery 
In the meantime tiie Republican party, perhaps 
unanimously, assert thai Congress has complete 
power to exclude slavery Irom all the Territo 
ries, and desire this power to be exercised in 
every case as it has been in several. Almost the 
entire North is therefore directly arrayed against 
both the fact and the right of whin the greater 
part of the South asserts is the law of the land 
uuder the decision of the Supreme Court. In 
the South itself, however, there is a lartlier and 
siugulur development ol opinion. It has been 
tttempied in Kentucky and other Southern States 
to make it a part of tbe political creed of the 
Opposition to demand of Congress a slave code 
for the 'Territories; while in the same region 
uon-intervenliou by Congress, except in extrem- 
ity, if at all, has appeared to be the doctrine of 
the Democratic party. The result is that the 
eutire North repudiates, and under existing 
circumstances will continue to repudiate, the 
idea that the Federal Constitution or the Su 
preme Court makes all the national 'Territories 
slave, whilst almost the entire South believes 
ud claims that all the national Territories are 
slave by that Constitution The dispute is eu 
larged, not settled, not even transferred. This 
is a mo3t calamitous result of attempting to 
turn over questions pre eminently political to 
tribunals wholly judicial; as if public men were 
warranted in supposiug thai great nations in the 
highest state of political excitement believed any 
more in the infallibility of judges, than ibey did 
iu the Infallibility of Senators, Kings, or Popes. 
Even if the decision of the Supreme Court had 
beeu so clear (bat no man could doubt what was 
decided, und so cogent thai uo man could gain 
say its jusiiee as oclweeu the partial to the par 
licular cause men heard; it would have been a 
miracle if the decision bud settled any political 
questiou. Its main effeel was obliged to be — let 
the decision be what il might — lo exasperate all 
parlies, aud lo render any peaceful adjustment of 
any aspect of the slave question, far more diffi 
cult than before. In truth, the Couslitutionul 
right w hich the South supposes she has secured, 
can be of no practical value, eveu if it were uui 
versallv conceded. For if she remains iu the 
Uniou, she cannot cuiry on the foreign slave 
trade; and unless she can do that (be cannot 
profitably fond slaves enough into any territory 
we possess — nor masters enough wilh those she 
may send, to prevent their emancipation as soon 
as the territory becomes a Slate. The experi
